New Chemical 
Possible Wood 
Preservative

CLEVELAND Ofi — A new class 


of 
chemical 
compounds which 


may prove to have wide commer- 
cial use — for example, as 
in- 


secticides and wood preservatives 
— have been developed with the 
help of .atomic rays, a University 
of Michigan scientist said today. 


Dr. J. J. Martin said they are 


a special variety of so-called "chlor 
inated aromatic hydrocarbons" — 
produced by making chlorine and 
certain coal tar derivatives react 
vigorously in the presence of a ra- 
dioactive material. 


One such compound, he said, has 


long been produced commercial- 
ly with the help of ultraviolet ra- 
diation. This particular one 
is 


used as an insecticide. 


But he said the Michigan 
re- 


search had produced a variety of 
different compounds of 
this class 


and that, moreover, use of a ra- 
dio-active material instead of ul- 
tra-violet light appeared to 
offer 


"a more efficient method of chlor- 
inating,"' because its 
rays 
are 


more penetrating. 


The research, done with radio- 


active cobalt, opens up possibilities 
of using waste 
fission products 


which result'from the operation of 
nuclear reactors, he said.

New Chemical 
Possible Wood 
Preservative

CLEVELAND Ofi — A new class 


of 
chemical 
compounds which 


may prove to have wide commer- 
cial use — for example, as 
in- 


secticides and wood preservatives 
— have been developed with the 
help of .atomic rays, a University 
of Michigan scientist said today. 


Dr. J. J. Martin said they are 


a special variety of so-called "chlor 
inated aromatic hydrocarbons" — 
produced by making chlorine and 
certain coal tar derivatives react 
vigorously in the presence of a ra- 
dioactive material. 


One such compound, he said, has 


long been produced commercial- 
ly with the help of ultraviolet ra- 
diation. This particular one 
is 


used as an insecticide. 


But he said the Michigan 
re- 


search had produced a variety of 
different compounds of 
this class 


and that, moreover, use of a ra- 
dio-active material instead of ul- 
tra-violet light appeared to 
offer 


"a more efficient method of chlor- 
inating,"' because its 
rays 
are 


more penetrating. 


The research, done with radio- 


active cobalt, opens up possibilities 
of using waste 
fission products 


which result'from the operation of 
nuclear reactors, he said.
